The Manifefto of the Proteftants of the Sevennes. 


r 1 THE People of the Sevennes and the 
adjacent Country, who have taken 
Armsin the Caufe of Liberty, to all 

that shall read thefe Prefents, Greeting. 

The Heavy Wrongs we have undergone, 
for the {pace of twenty Years, were fo pub- 
lickly impos’d, that we cannot doubt they 
have reach’d the Ears of moft of you: But 
feeing our Enemies have done their utmoft 
to conceal or at leaft mifreprefent them; we 
will inform thofe that may be ignorant, of 
the Particulars. “Tis notorious, that our Pro- 
vince was inhabited wholly by the Reform’d ; 
That we,as well as the other Parts of France, 
had full and entire Liberty of Confcience, 
free Exercife of Religion, and as free Ad- 
miffion into all Offices and Employments , 
no diftin@ion being made between us and 
Roman Catholicks. No fooner was the Peace 
of the Pyrenees concluded, but they began 
to make ufe of Shifts and Artifices, and found 
ways to exclude us from Offices, and hinder 
us from getting our Livelihood. Our Mini- 
fters were imprifon’d on frivolous Pretences ; 
we were difturb'd in our Religious Exercifes ; 
We were opprefs'd with Taxes and Impofts. 
Thefe things we bore with much Patience, 
contenting our felves with laying our Com- 
plaints before the King and his Minifters, 
with all Submiffion. At length, our Enemies 
thought fit, in 1685, by an Edi&, to cut off 
all our Privileges, to {trip us of all Employ- 
ments, to tye up our hands from Traffick, 
Trade, &c. to Banifh our Minifters, and de- 
molifh our Churches; and all this without 
any Provocation given on our fide, contrary 
to the King’s Word, his own Edicts and De- 
clarations, and thofe of his Predeceffors. This 
Edi& affur'd us, That we might remain in Pecce, 
every one under bis cwn Roof, till the Holy Ghost 
enlighten us; Yet they perfidioufly let 
loofe an Army of Mercenaries upon us: You 
were Witneffes, Dear Country-men, in what 
manner thofe Ruffians came into our Houfes, 
and Blafpheming the Holy Name of God, 
took away our Children, abusd our Wives, 
and Daughters, confum’d our Goods, and 
plagu’d us with all the Mifchiefs they could 
contrive, fo that there was no frecing our 
felves from their Clutches without promifing 
to change our Religion: Death was not at 


“Not joyn us, 


our choice, for the Dragoons might be as 
licentious as they pleas'd, but might not touch 
our Lives; Nor durft we attempt to leave 
the Kingdom, for fear of being fent to the 
Gallies. In this Condition we remain’d tll 
this time. Wherefore, things being brought to 
that pafs, that we can neither live at quiet 
in the Kingdom, nor go out of it freely ; 
we can no longer look upon them as Go- 
vernours who treat us as Enemies ; and have 
refolv'd to make ufe of the Means Na- 
ture has given us for our Prefervation. We 
invite all our Neighbours to joyn us, and 
throw off the Yoak of Slavery under which 
they have long groan’d. As for fuch as do 

ut fit {till and do us no hurt, 
we promife not to moleft them either in their 
Perfons, Goods, or Religion; but on the 
contrary to protect and defend them, of what 
Religion foever they be: But, for thofe that 
have been or fhall be found in Arms againft 
us, as we expect no Quarter from them, fo 
we are determin’d to give none, but will 
treat them juft in the fame manner they have 
treated or fhall hereafter treat us. 


Kinfale, Feb. 19. Yefterday Morning ar- 
tivd here the Content of Liverpole laden 
with Rock Salt; as alfo the Elizabeth and 
Hannah of Briftol with Provifions for Vir- 
ginia; at the fame time came in the Francis 
of Belfaft laden with Sugar,&c.

Yefterday about Noon 
a Flufhing Privateer of 24Guns and 210 Men, 
called the Britannia, Cornelius Melfon Com- 
mander, brought in here 2 French Prizes, 
the Eau de Vie, Peter Joviz Mafter; and 
the St. Anna, Jacques Siegues Mafter, both 
laden with Claret of and for Conquett from 
Bourdeaux ; the Mafters report, That they 
came from thence with above 80 Sail of 
Merchant Ships leden with Wine, under the 
Convoy of 3 Men of War,and were feparated 
from them by ftrefs of Weather. This Morn- 
ing fail'd the Queen Mary, a Flufhing Pri- 
vateer, a Crufing to the Weftward, fhe being 
inform’d of fome French Ships who lye skulk- 
ing near our Coafts: And this Evening two 
Men of War hoifted their Flags a Cruifing: 
At the fame time the Spanifh Alliance Packet- 
Boat fail’d with a Mail for Lisbon. 

Plymouth, Feb.26. On Wednefday laft Her 
Majefty’s Ship the Medway brought in here 
the Beaufleur of St. Malo’s, a Privateer of 22 
Guns and 187 Men, who had on board the 
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i i Matter of the Return of London, who was 
if kept as Hoftage for 12000 Livres; and yefter- 
day fail'd tne King’s-filher, with another 
Galley, for the Weit-Indies: And this day 
arriv'd here the Francis and Induitry both of 
and for Cork, laden with Provitions, &c. for 
Rotterdam. At the fame time was fent in 
here by a Fluthing Privateer, a French Ship 
cald the Amour of Bourdeaux. 

Horwich, Feb. 27. Yetterday Morning a 

eat many Horfes arriv’d here, in order to 
embark d for Holland ; And this day fe- 
veral Tranfport Ships came here, to take on 
board the Recruits bound for that Country. 

De:le, Feb. 28. Her Majetty’s Ships the 
Weymouth, Rumney, Chatham, New-Cattle, 
Scarborough, Orford, Tilbury, Dartmouth and 
Lynn,and 37 outward bound Merchant Ships, 
are now in the Downes.
